The following is City Solicitor Hig- 


bcc's opinion in full: 


As requested by you, I have exam- 


ined the ordinances of the City oC 
Connellaville, relating to ihe license 
fees imposed upon circus shows, car- 
nivals and other iiUe exhibitions, in 
order io determine your rights and 
duties in granting or refusing such. 
licenses. 


The original ordinance enacted by 


the city in 1914, by the third section, 
fixed the rates to be paid by carnivals 
and like exhibitions. 


July 26, 1935, this section was 


amended by repealing all its provis- 
ions and snbFtiluiins in lieu thereof 
ihe following: 


"That on and after this amending 


ordinance shall become effective, no 
carnival or amusement of like kind 
or nature, shall be licensee, nor per- 
mitted ;o give exhibitions anywhere 
within ihe City ol Connellsvilic, or 
to parade over ana upon any street 
or highway of the city." 


Ordinance No. 100. enacted April 10, 


1916, entitled, "An ordinance io pro- 
vide for ihe license fees to be paid by 
transient shows," by Section 3, nxes 
the fcc.s to be paid by carnivals, and 
by Section 7 provides, "All ordinances 
or pans or ordinances inconsistent 
will! this ordinance rhat were here- 
tofore enacted nre hereby repealed." 


A« a matter of lavr I am reluctantly 


forced to conclude iha:, this ordinance 
of April 10, 1016, repealed that of 
July 26, 1336, and made legal the hold- 
ing of carnivals in the City of Con- 
nc-llsvillc. 


The ordinance gives the right upoa 


the payment of the license fee. You 
do not grant the license. You only 
receive the fee fixed by ilie ordinance 
and the fact of payment, evidenc&d 
by your receipt, is the He-ease. 
Tbe 


only duty you have in that connection 
is to SOP that the fun amount fixed 
by the ordinance is paid. 


However, the payment of the li- 


cense fee docs not confer the right 
to give any exhibition that is not law- 
ful, or to use gambling machines and 
devices. It is not only your right hut 
your duty to sen that no immoral, in- 
dwent or obscene exhibition, is given, 
or any gambling carried on or per- 
mitted. You should sec that any per- 
son or persons violating the Jaw in 
these respects are promptly arrested, 
such exhibitions suppressed and all 
gambling machines and devices con- 
fiscated. 


As already staled the ordinance 


gives the right, upon payment of the 
license fee, to exhibit a carnival, so 
fa:1 as such exhibitions do not offend 
a gain si any Jaw, statute or ordinance, 
but no'furthor. 


T should. 1 think, also cull your at- 


tention to the fact That the payment 
of such licence fee does not give such 
a concern the ri^bt to occupy any 
street, alley 0" other public property, 
or any private properly without the 
owner's concent-
